Of all the crops, it is estimated that 
52 per cent will remain on farms and 
that 20 per of the animal pro- 
duction also remain. On that 
basis the cash is estimated at 


$5.847,000,000. 
No Lower Cost of Living. 

Despite a record year of crop value 
—although the record production 
has fallen—and the fact that the num- 
ber of farms has increased 11 per cent 
since 1910, until there now are esti- 
mated to be 6,600,000 farms the 
country, the department of agricul- 
ture, in a discussion of the subject, 
made public today, does not take the 
view that:a lower of living will 
result.

“The high prices paid by consum- 
ers, ranging from to nearly 500 per 
cent in some eases more than that 
farmer receives indicate that there is 
plenty of room for lowering the cost 
of farm products to consumers, and 
at the same time largely increasing 
the cash income per farm without 
increasing farm production. 

“This eondition undoubtedly is a 
marketing problem, which will have 
to be solved by better organization of 
farmers and improved methods of mar- 
keting.”

tion for the Advancement of Sclence 
and director of the Harvard astronom- 
ical observatory, that congress is ap- 
propriating each year to the United 
States naval observatory more money 
than is received by any other observa- 
tory in the world and gaining prac- 
tically the least results. 

Dr. Pickering’s speech was upon the 
occasion of the first general meeting of 
the scientific men who gathered in 
Atlanta on Monday for a week's dis- 
cussion of the foremost scientific ques- 
tions of the day. 

Bound Hand and Foot. 

In a ruthless expose of the manner 
in which the naval observatory is con- 
ducted, he showed

The Greenwich observato- 
ry, during a period of 235 years, from 
1675 to 1910, has had eight astrono- 
mers royal, with an average term of 
twenty-nine years. The work of the 
latter institution, without half the in- 


come, has greatlv exceeded that of the) 


naval observatory. It should be stated, 
however, that within the last 
wegks, the naval observatory has es- 
tablished an admirable wireless time 
service, by which anyone, at trifling 
expense, can obtain accurate time 
within a tenth of a second. The navy 
has no need of a great observatory, 
from which it derives but little credit. 

“Three successive boards of visitors 
have pointed out the present unfortu- 
nate conditions, but the necessary ac- 
tion has not been taken by congress. 
The obvious remedy is to remove the 
observatory to another department, or 
Dlace it under the direction of the 
Smithsonian institution, and appoint an 
astronomer at its head. What grander

In his address Dr. Pickering de- 
plored the lack of funds and other 
handicaps with which the science of 
astronomy meets in America. 

In a masterly and comprehensive 
way Dr. Pickerifig outlined the history 
of astroromy, and told of discoveries 
made by ancient astronomers which, 
to a layman, were as marvelous as a 
tale from Arabian Knights. He told 
of how many rare old manuscripts 
upon the subject had been changed in 
copying until much valuable data had 
been rendered practically useless. 

The distinguished astronomer went 
into a minute and interesting descrip- 
tion of the newest devices and meth- 
ods used by the observatories today, 
and predicted marvelous achievements 
for the astronomers of the future.

Many felicitous and merited compliments 
were passed on the administration of Gov- 
ernor John M. Slaton at the dinner tendered 
him by his staff yesterday evening, and by 
common consent all joined in paying him 
tribute for his masterful management of the 
state’s finances in the critical period of the 
past summer, when he borrowed for public 
uses the sum of $475,000 at 3 per cent in- 
terest, while other states as rich 2s Georgia 
were fAnding it difficult or impossible to 
negotiate loans at 6 per cent. Other features 
of the governor's administration have been 
notable, but this single achievement, con- 
sidering the conditions under which it was 
wrought, constitutes a peak in the check- 
ered fiscal history of Georgia.

Governor Slaton was admirably equal to 
the demands of the gruelling emergency. 
He knew the patriotism of the bankers of 
Atlanta. He offered the loan to the banks 
of the state. At not less than 6 per cent 
could a dollar be raised outside of Atlanta. 
Here in Atlanta the banks took the state's 
obligation at only 3 per cent, while they 
were turning down commercial loans at 7 
and 8. 

The crisis is passed, the state’s honor 
secure, and the governor’s wisdom amply 
vindicated. But the necessity for such ex- 
traordinary measures should never again 
develop. Scientific and not haphazard fiscal 
management must be enjoined upon future 
legislators by their constituents. 

The policy of not spending more than 
the state receives, of not “giving a dinner 
unless you can pay for it,” has been laid 
down by Governor Slaton. That is the policy 
that is indicated in future for Georgia. The 
state is fortunate in that it has developed 
a governor strong enough to grapple with 
and not evade or pass on a dangerous fiscal 
complication. But-it is justice to the future 
of Georgia, and justice to whoever hence- 
forth occupies the governor's chair that the 
condition of tension so effectively met by 
Governor Slaton should not be again cre- 
ated. Next time the state may not get out 
as easilv.

AMERICAN STOCKS 


But Seems to Be Rather Dis- 
couraged as to Its Own 
Securities. .

London, December 29.—Depression in trade 
is becoming more pronounced and is actively 
releasing funds. The promises, therefore, are 
for rather easier money rates. The Conti- 
nental exchanges, too, are moving strongly 
in favor of this center. 

But it is difficult to lift Stock Exchange 
depression. Both Paris and London are 
smarting from very heavy losses in Mexico, 
Brazil and China. 

Our own government’s financial difficul- 
ties form an additional source of embar- 
rassment, especially as it indicates another 
wave of taxation upon capital. 

Conditions in Paris and Vienna forbid 
much immediate hope of a general rise in 
Stock Exchange securities. Much will de- 
pend on whether Mr. Asquith proceeds with 
inflated armaments or is courageous enough 
to call a halt upon Winston Churchill, 
the first Lord of the Admiraly, whose am- 
bitions are uncontrollable. 

Consols will probably sink further as a 
result of any reduction in the sinking fund 
Or increase in the taxation on capital. 

Hopeful View of American falilways. 

London is taking a distinctly hopeful view 
of the American railway position. Advices 
received here through banking channels 
give the results of personal assurance from 
President Wilson of sympathy. witn the 
railroads in their requirements for increas- 
ed charges for freight transportation. The 
Washington government's energetic advo- 
cacy of nationalization of your railways and 
telephones and telegraphs is now recognized 
to have had the ulterior purpose of forcing 
the compromise which the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph company has just agreed 
to. and which other corporations are cx- 
pected to follow. The recent talk of nu- 
tionalization in view of the disappointing 
results with nationalizing the telephone sys- 
tem here has been considered in London a 
permanent influence of depression to your 
market. 

Should the news of the probability of in- 
ereased freight rates prove aecurate it 
would greatly stimulate British investment 
interests in your railroads, severai of which 
are now believed to be approach.nzx bank- 
ruptey. 

The passage of the banking law and the 
Highly conservative remarks 0% President 
Wiison in connection with it have produced 
a 00d impression. It is a fair statement 
that London does not believe that New 
York as yet appreciates the full signifi- 
cance Of a stable discount market and as- 
surance of low interest rates for ieeitimate 
business that is contained in the rediseount 
of commercial bills. The decline provided 
for in the reserve requirements of New York 
banks should materially aid the money situa- 
tion over the year-end. 

Day to day funds in London are easy 
but the capital market is in a firm position. 
Our bankers recognize that world-wide de- 
mands for funds have been Placed on file 
and will be satisfied as prompt!’ as possible 
without causing undue strain. | 

Canadian requirements ar» still very 
large, but will undoubtedly be held beck in 
favor of other issues, as Canada~thas been 
getting much more than its share of the 
new capital available during the lust year, 
London is a trifle tired of Canadian issues.

So im- 
portant does it appear that the president’of 
the Union Pacific railroad, after seeing a 
rough home-made model at work, turned 
over to the inventor the facilities of his 
great shops at Omaha, and placed at his 
disposal the services of his chief engineer, 
in order that the device might be perfected. 
The plow is an automobile. Its principal 
feature is a big cylinder, 8 feet long, 5 feet in 
diameter and weighing 6 or 7 tons, which 
forms the hind wheels of the machine. The 
cylinder is covered with sharp-pointed steel 
teeth, 7, 8 or 10 inches in length. As it rolls 
over the ground the teeth stick into the 
soil and carry the latter up over the cylin- 
der. <A second cylinder, close behind, like- 
wise provided with teeth, takes the earth 
off and drops it back in a finely pulverized 
condition. 
Now, a team of horses engaged in plow- 
travels a mile and a half, or possibly 
as two miles, an hour. A traction 
power plow covers ground at a rate of two 
and a quarter miles an hour, perhaps. But 
it is claimed for this new automobile plow 
that it runs so light that it travels from 
four to five miles an hour, and does a bet- 
ter job.

Frequently the question has arisen as to 
the old story that there was at one time a 
Popess Joan. The thought of such a thing is 
ridiculous on its face, and yet, like so many 
equally ridiculous myths of history, every 
now and then the old fabulous story is re- 
vived. The “Catholic Encyclopedia” is re- 
sponsible for the following: 

“The fable about a female pope, who aft- 
erwards bore tk name of Johanna, or Joan, 
is first noticed in the middle of the thirteenth 
century. The first who appears to have had 
cognizance of it was the Dominican chroni- 
cler, Jean de Maflly, from whom another Do- 
minican adopted the tale into his work on 
‘Seven Gifts of the Holy Ghost.’ In this ac- 
count the alleged popess is placed about 
the year 1100, and no name as yet assigned 
to her. The story runs that a very talented 
woman, dressed as a man, became notary to 
the curia, then cardinal and finally pope. 
The alleged popess is a pure figment of the 
imagination.” 

It is curious to note how such a mythical 
misapprehension came about. Gibbon, in his 
“Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire,” 
states: “That the ‘Papissa Joana’ is merely 
a fictitious character is now universally ac- 
knowledged by the best authorities. Till the 
reformation the tale was repeated and be- 
lieved without offense, and Joan's female 
Statue long occupied her place among the 
popes in the cathedral of Sienne. She has 
been annihilated by two learned Protestants, 
Blondel and Bayle; but their brethren was 
Scandalized by this equitable and generous 
criticism. Spanheim and L’Enfant attempted 
to save this poor engine of controversy, and 
even Mosheim condescended to cherish some 
doubt and suspicion.” 

A fuller story than that briefly quoted 
above has it that between the pontificates 
of Leo. IV, who died in the year 855, and of 
Benedict III, who died in 858, a female of the 
name of Joan found means to cause herself 
to be elected pope, which post she held for 
a term of upward of two years, under the 
title of Joannes VII, according to Sabelli- 
cus, or, according to Platina, of Joannes

After the satisfactory proofs of the ficti- 
tous character of the story which have been 
produced by the most eminent writers, both 
Catholic and Protestant, it may appear a 
work of supererogation to add anything on 
the point; yet it may perhaps be permitted 
to observe that in the most ancient and es- 
teemed manuscript of the works of the au- 


thors above quoted, no mention whatever is) 


made of the Papissa Giovanna, and its in- 
troduction must therefore have been 
work of some later copyist. 

The contemporary writers, 


some of whom were ocular witnesses of the © 


elections both of Leo IV and Benedict III, 
make no mention whatever of the circum- 
stances; and it is well Known that at Athens, 
where she is said to have studied, no such 
school as the one alluded to existed in the 
ninth century. 

To show how ridiculous is the myth, it 
is only necessary to state that the difference 
in years between the popes named is easi- 
ly accounted for. The principal proofs @f 
the entirely mythical character of the popes 
are: 1. Not one contemporaneous historical 
source among the papal histories knows any- 
thing about her; also, no mention is made 
of her until the middle of the thirteenth cen- 
tury. 2. In the history of the popes there 
is no place where this legendary figure will 
fit in. Between Leo IV and Benedict III, 
where Martinus Polonus places her, she can- 
not be inserted, because Leo 1V died July 
17, 855, and immediately after his death 
Benedict III was elected by the clergy and 
people of Rome.

Dublin, which contains more Irish than 
any city in the world except New York, is 
the capital of Ireland and is situated on the 
lrish sea, 100 miles lengthways and 150 
miles up an down from England by boat.

As early as the 
third century it is said to have been fight- 
ing with its neighbors, and it has kept up 
this custom with great earnestness and fidel- 
ity.

The Sanitation of Guayaquil. 


(From The Brooklyn Eagle.) 

The government of Ecuador has, it seems, 
yielded to the demands of the United States 
and of other powers that something be doné 
toward the sanitation of the port and city 
of Guayaquil, which has been a pest hole 
since the city was founded, which wags 
elghty-five years before the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth Rock. But, since the contract 
has been signed with a British firm having 
an office in New York, and, since the amount 
to be expended is not made public, and, since 
there is to be no effort to secure the services 
of such an expert as Colonel Gorgas, who 
was once mentioned for the work, the world 
will gravely question whether adequate re- 
sults can be secured. 

Guayaquil has about 60,000 population 
at the present time, mostly half-breeds, and 
very hard to deal with, from the point of 
view of sanitary science. It is 40 miles from 
the Pacific; the old town is only 30 feet 
above sea level, and many streets are flood- 
ed every rainy season. As the mean annual 
temperature is about 82 degrees Fahrenheit, 
a breeding place for yellow fever could not 
be better arranged. Yet trade demands com- 
pel most ships to call there for the export 
of cacao, cinchona, rubber, vegetable, ivory, 
coffeq@ and “Panama” hats are very heavy. 

Thomas Nast, the best-known and one of 
the greatest of American cartoonists, was 
consul general at Guayaquil when he fell a 
victim to yellow fever, 11 years ago. Since 
then we have had the lesson of the fate of 
Captain Bertollet, of an American man-of- 
war and several sailors, also, sacrificed to 
“Guayaquil fever.” It was natural enough 
that our government should quietly notify 
Ecuador that the use of the Panama canal 
for her products would have to depend on 
the establishment of tolerable conditions at

“The census reports indicate that in 
1909 the total amount of farm wage 
paid to farm labor was $651,611,287. 
This is almost double the cost in 1899. 
Considerable increases are 
since 1909. 

“Special reports concerning the sub- 
tropical fruits of southern California 
and Florida indicate, in the form of 
percentage, the estimated production of 
these fruits compared with a full crop. 


Full Creps in Filerida. 
“In Florida the orange crop of 1917 


to a full crop, in comparison with which 
the crop of 1912 is represented by 125 
and the crop of 1911 by 66. The lemon 
crop of California suffered with the 
oranges. The grapefruit crop of Flor- 
ida in 1913 was 74 per cent of a full 
crop, compared with 105 per cent in 
1912, and 67 per cent in 1911. In Flor- 
ida 92 per cent of a full crop was the 
production of limes in 1913, compared 
with which is 75 per cent of a full crop 
in 1912 and also in 1911.

Cotton Second Crop in Value. 

“The cotton crop now seems to be 
established ins value as next in order 
after corn. The lint of this crop i 
1913, at the prices of December 1, had 
an estimated value of $798,000,000, 
and this was not equaled in any for- 
mer year. It is 14 1-2 per cent above 
the average of the preceding five 
years. The estimated number of bales 
of 500 pounds gross weight in this 
crop is 13,677,000; consequently this 
crop has been exceeded in quantity by 
the crops of 1911 and 1912. If the 
estimated value of the cotton seed 
is added to that of lint, the total farm 
value of this crop amounts to $945.,- 
000,000, an increase of 16 per cent over 
the average of the previous five years. 
Texas usually produces from one- 
fourth to one-third the cotton crop of 
the United States. The cotton crop of 
the United States in 1913 covered 36,- 
011,000 acres, it is estimated, an in- 
crease of 5 per cent over 1912. 

“Tobacco follows the potato crop in 
order of value in 1913. The average 
farm price of this crop, 12.8 c@ ts per 
pound, is the biggest since 18@ . The 
tobacco crop of 1913 is the mos alu- 
able one ever raised in this | atry 
and exceeds in value by over! per 
cent the average of the precediis« :ive 
years. The quantity of the produc- 
tion, hewever, is slightly under that 
average and has been exceeded by 
three former crops. 


Production of Tobacco. 


“The final estimate of the produc- 
tlon of tobacco in 1913 is 953,724,000 
pounds, compared with 962,855,000 
pounds in 1912, a reduction of 9,121,- 
000 pounds, or less than 1 per cent. 
The average price per pound on De- 
cember 1 was 12.8 cents, against 10.8 
cents December 1 last year, an ad- 
vance of 2 cents. The December 1 
value is estimated to be $122,481,000, 
compared with $104,063,000 in 1912, an 
advance of $18,418,000, or 17.7 per cent. 

“Cigar tobacco—the leading states 
in the pre .uction of this crop in 1913 
are Kenttu ky, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, in the order named. 

“‘The total production of cigar to- 
bacco is estimated at 183,350,000 
pounds, or 17 per cent less than last 
year, with a total value of $24,075,000, 
or less than in 1912. 

“In Georgia and Florida the yield 
per acre is better than last year, and 
quality is the best for.several vears. 
In all the other districts the yield per 
acre is less than last year, and quality 
not up to usual standard of a good 
crop, except in the Miami valley of 
Ohio, where the cured product, while 
of smaller growth than usual, has 
otherwise fine quality. The New Eng- 
land crop shows.a smaller percentage 
of wrapper than usual. Quality in 
Pennsylvania is inferior to that of 
1912. In Wisconsin, while quality is 
better than it was last year, the crop 
is not fine. Yield per acre is less and 
price higher than in 1912. 

“Chewing, smoking, snuff and export 
tobacco—the estimated total produc- 
tion of chewing, smoking, snuff and 
export tobacco is 763,124,000 pounds, 
733,070.000 pounds last 

’. an increase of 30,054,000 pounds, 
or 4.1 per cent. The total value is 
$97,466,000, while last year’s was $75,- 
926,000, showing an increase of $21,- 
540,000, or 28.4 per cent. The largest 
increase is in the Bright districts of 
Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina, where a larger crop has 
brought a higher price.

“The burley district has a smaller 
production with poorer quality than 
last vear, but shows an advance in 
price. 

“The sun-cured district of Virginia 
had a fine crop when harvested, and 
curing was about finished in good con- 
dition when a week or ten days of hot, 
damp weather in October did serious 
damage by causing leaf to mold while 
hanging in the barns. What promised 
to be a fine crop was much reduced in 
quality and value. 

“In the dark district of Virginia part 
of the tobacco has good quality, but a 
large per cent was damaged by a hail 
and wind storm early in September. The

DEVELOPED BY BLACKS. 


Prof. Park, of Chicago, Says 
Social Conditions Are Forc- 
ing Negro Nationality. 


Minneapolis, Minn., December 29.— — 
Social conditions in the United States 
are tending to develop in the negro 
a racial consciousness and to organize 
a negro nationality, declared Albert E, 
Park, of the University of Chicago, to- 
day before the American Sociological 
society, which is meeting here jointly 
with the American Economic associa- 
tion. 

“The nationalizing tendency among 
negroes is the result of white men’s 
ostracism of their black brother,” said 
Professor Park. He adversely criti- 
cised public utterances of Senator 
Vardamarm® of Mississippi, and Gov- 
ernor Blease, of South Carolina. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 

“A race which has attained the char- 
acter of a nationality may still retain 
its loyglty to the state of which it ts 
a part, but only so far as that state 
incorporates the practical interests, 
the aspirations and the ideals of that 
nationality. In the south the races 
seem to be tending in the direction of 
a bi-racial organization or society, in 
which the negro is gradually gaining 
a limited autonomy. 

“It is hard to estimate the net effect 
of the white man’s immolation of the 
negro. One of the most important ef- 
fects has been to establish a common 
interest among all the different colors 
and classes of the race. This sense of 
solidarity is stronger in the south, 
where segregation is more complete, 
than in the north, where, twenty years 
ago, it would have been safe to say 
that it did not exist. , 

“No doubt kindly relations between 
individual members of the races exist 
in the south, and to an extent not 
known in the north. As a rule it will 
be found these kindly relations had 
their origin in slavery. Men who have 
given the tone to political discussion 
In the southern states in recent years 
are men who did not own slaves.” 
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BAIL IS FORFEITED 
BY AMERICAN WIDOW 
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London, December 29.—Surety of 
$250 given by the American consul 
general in London was forfeited today 
when Mrs. Sheridan Pitt Read, widow 
of a former American consul at Tien 
Tsin, China, failed to appear to answer 
the charge of obtaining credit on false 
pretenses, which arose out of a bill for 
$40 presented by a London hotel. 

J. Arthur Barratt, an American law- 
yer, told the magistrate today that the 
money for bail had been handed to the 
American consul general by a woman. 
letters from whom had been found on 
Mrs. Read at the time of her arrest. 
The lawyer also mentioned that letters 
and cablegrams from Mrs. Whitelaw 
Reid and others, offering to assist her 
had been received. The police magis- 
trate issued an arrest warrant and an 
extradition warrant, remarking that 
bail appeared to have been furnished 
in order that the accused might escape. 

A police inspector testified that Mrs. 
Read's baggage had been removed from 
her lodging last night and that her 
children had been left behind in a des- 
tituté condition. The inspector said he 
had supplied them with a small sum 
of money to provide them with food. 

The case concluded with the remark: 
from the magistrate, “I am afraid we 
have all been deceived.” 
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“AMERICAN ISRAER2* 
TALKS OF DIFFERENCES 
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Philadelphia, Jecember 29.—Ques- 
tions of differenfes between Hebrews 
belonging to theforthodox and reformed 
branches of “Achergican Israel” entered 
largely into the discussion at today’s 
session of the twentieth annual assem- 
ek of the Jewi sh Chautauqua society 

ere. 

Dr. Julius H. Greenstone, a member 
of the Gratz college faculty. recom- 
mended that children of reformed He- 
brews be given a knowledge of the 
ceremonies, ritual and observances of 
the orthodox Hebrews, which have been 
handed down from Biblical days. 

Mrs. Max Margolis said she could not 
see how it would be possible to explain 
the difference between the ceremonial 
worship in the modern synagogue and 
that sanctioned by tradition without 
explaining why all are not all the same. 
She feared that to impress on a child's 
mind the fact that such a wide dif- 
ference in practice and opinion exist- 
ed among Hebrews would tend further 
to break down the autonomy of the 
race. 

Dr. Henry Berkowitz, Rodolph Sha- 
lem congregation, said that while he 
believed some of the old observances 
and ceremonies were obsolete, he 
thought it wise to develop in Hebrew 
children a reverent attitude towards 
those things which had meant so much 
to the race in ancient days. 

“There is danger in making children 
too familiar. with such things,” declar- 
ed Dr. William Rosenau, dean of the 
correspondence school conducted by the 
Chautauqua society. “We cannot do too 
much to safeguard and keep inviolate 
the sancity of the synagogue,”’

The curtain goes down. The foot- 
The crowd files 
The cool, crisp air cuts your 
Raindrops are whipped here and 
there by the wind of winter. The 
raucous honk of the automobile horn 
is heard. Wheels grind against curbs. 
Belated newsboys cry imaginary disas- 
ters. There is the buzz of conversa- 
tion. 

You awake with a start. You are 
in the midst of a busy world of real 
people who do not believe in fairies.

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Instruction of Young People 


In Matters Relating to Sex 
Given Scientific [ndorsement 


The zoological section of the Ameri-. 


can Association for the Advancement 
of Science, at its meeting of Monday 
afternoon, placed itself in favor of the 
education of young people in matters 
pertaining to sex. 

Professor T. W. Galloway, 
Millikin university, read before 
zoological department a paper upon 
“The Instruction of Young People in 
Respect to Sex,” in which he recom- 
mended such instruction. His views 
were indorsed by the general discus- 
sion which followed without a dissent- 
ing voice. 

In his paper Professor Galloway de- 
clared it his belief that ‘reproduction 
and sex, next to hunger and the need 
of food, is the most profoundly influ- 
ential factor in human life,” and “any-

in education.” He recommended 
instruction of the young people 
in respect tosex, not in connection with 
its abuses, perversions and dangers, 
but rather in the normal, wholesome 
and constructive contributions which 
makes to health—physical, mental, 
moral, social and religious.”
